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A Coetly 

One of tbe moet costly route ever ooo- 
•tructed In this State was completed last 
mootb on tbe First Mountain, connect- 
log Upper Montclair wltb (Mar Grove. 
It was constructed under tire 8tate law, 
and although It Is only oils mile and a 
ball long, Its coat was $80,900. Under 
tbe provisions of tbe Stati law Upper 
Montclair and tbe township of Verona 
will bave to pay ten per cent, of tbe 
•oet* tbe State one-third, and Eaeex 
county tbe remainder. Tbe road la fotty 
lest In width and is paved with telford. 
Starting at Mountain avenue. Upper 
Montclair, It oootlouee over tbe moan* 
uId, ending at tb9 entrance to tbe Over¬ 
brook Insane Asylum, on Grove 'avenue. 
It was constructed for th<> purpose of 
affording a abort route between Upper 
MoutoUlr and Cedar Grove. Heretofore 
In order to reach Cedar Grove It was 
necessary to travel south uloog Valley 
road to Bloomfield avenue, then up tbat 
thoroughfare, and tben again north, 
making a distance of several lollee. Now 
tbe distance le shortened by more than 
cne-balf. Another reason given for the 
construction of this new road la that 
there are three roads—Ridge road, 
Fompton turnpike and Gro?a avenue— 
•ii running north and south, tbat could 
not be reached heretofore without travel¬ 
ling to Bloomfield avenue, and tben 
going west, wblob was a long and Incon¬ 
venient route. 

It seems tbst there was a foot-path 
ever tbe route where tbe new road ucw 
rune, but Id order to make It possible 
for vehicles to traverse It nn Immense 
amount of rock bad to be blasted. Tbe 
f&otrpatb alluded to was formerly knowo 
ac the old Van Gleeon Gap, and beyond 
the mountain there was swampy ground. 
This baa been filled In with the debris 
taken from tbe mountain, thus making 
tbe road perfectly eolld. It required 
juEt one year and nine months to con¬ 
struct tbe highway, and this la consid¬ 
ered a abort time, owing to tbe difficulty 
encountered In blasting tbe roqk. Tbs 
deepest out lo tbe mountain is thirty- 
four feet, and tbe wall oo tbe right aide 
of tbe road la a perpendicular one of 
rock, while tbat on tbe left side Is of 
elay.. Io floe weather tbe road will be 
an Ideal one for carriage riding or auto- 
moblltng, as no part at It le too stdep, 
d tbe sloping woodland on both sides, 
well as tbe view on Second Mountain
